UNDERGROUND SHELTER 

I am on duty at an underground 
station and have charge of a 
crowd ‘of women and children who 
shelter there nightiy. The other 
Sunday a single plane came over, 
swooped down from a cloud and 
bombed a factory about 200 yards 
away. It blew three men who 
were passing over a fence about 
50 yards. 

I won't describe what happen- 
ed to the men, as it would make 
you sick. But did I have some 
job getting the women and kids 
down the underground in safety! 
Anyhow, we managed it all right 
with only a couple of fainting 
cases, 

After 6 p.m. we were chasing 
around putting out incendiary 
bombs until 10 p. m. 

HOUSES CLEARED 

At 5 a.m, this morning they 
dropped eight unexploded bombs 
in a road about 300 yards from 
our station, but as luck would 
have it, they either fell in the gar- 
dens or roadway. Of course, we 
had to go out and get everyone 
out of their houses within a cer- 
tain radius, and they must stay 
out until the bombs either ex- 
plode or the military people blow 
them up or take them away. 

The Germans dropped the larg- 
est bomb that has ever been drop- 
ped in this country near a large 
hospital. The bomb weighed over 
a ton. Such bombs are dropped 
with a parachute and should go 
off after a period. 

BOMB HOLED IN , 

However, this particular bomb 
did not work according to sched- 
ule, and buried itself 15 feet in 
the ground, They tried to dig it 
out, but the more they dug, the 
deeper it sank. So when it had 
sunk to about 30 feet, authorities 
notified everyone in the area to 
open their windows, and the borab

In every other project, - Up- 
land’s share of the cost of im- 
| provements was‘ matched by 
|from two to. ten times that 
amount in federal funds. 

From the figures that have 
been given, it can be seen that 
Upland ‘has benefitted greatly 
through the use of WPA and 
PWA. I it were not for the 
help given by the federal gov- 
ernment, many of these improve- 
ments would not have been at- 
tempted. At one time, the city 
had as many as 400 men work- 
ing on the various projects. 

In a recent report to the Up- 

land city council, City Manager 
Manley reviewed a series of in- 
teresting facts pertaining to the 
work of the many projects. He 
‘said: 
“A few of the projects Upland 
| was asked to sponsor were ‘bor- 
der line’ as far as usefulness was 
concerned, but the majority were 
\ eee desirable.. There was some 
criticism for hauling men here 
from San Bernardino, but by so 
doing, the city was able to. get 
a great deal more of the work 
done before the federal govern- 
ment reduced its contributions in 
the way of material, thus saving 
considerable money for the city. 

“Some of the most important 
projects were in the water de- 
partment. Over 43 miles of pipe 
lines were installed. 

- “When the city acquired the 
water department from the Cit- 
jizens Land and Water company 
and the Ocean View Land and 
Water company, the majority of 
the pipe lines were too smgll. 
| Most of them were as small as 
two inches in diameter and none 
were larger than eight inches. A 
two-inch line is not large-enough

“In order to put the water de- 
partment in first class condition 
it was not only necessary to in- 
stall large pipe lines, but it was 
also necessary to develop more 
water sources and to acquire more 
storage capacity. | 

“Four wells have been drilled, 
increasing the water supply from 
24 miner’s inches to 310 inches. 
Five reservoirs have been built in- 
creasing the storage. capacity 
from 700,000 gallons to 5,000,000 
gallons. 

“In 1925, there were only 66 
fire hydrants in “the combined 
water systems, and many of these 
were on two-inch mains. Today, 
Upland has 3876 fire hydrants. 
Most of these hydrants are on 
six-inch mains or larger, while 
none are on any main of lesS than 
four inches. : 

“Tne water department is. now 
in very good condition. Very few 
lines wil) have to be replaced in 
the near future. However, one 
main which may need to be re- 
placed soon is the six-inch main 
on Euclid avenue. This was in- 
stalled many years ago by the 
Ocean View Land and Water com- 
pany, and is likely to need atten- 
tion before very long. 

“Sewer installation in several 
parts of the city, especially in the 
annexed territory north of Sev- 
enth street, has been a very im- 
portant project carried out with 
the aid of WPA. Over six miles 
of sewer mains have been. in- 
stalled. Since the installation of 
these lines, 113 house commections 
| have been made, and the city has 
received -$3,729.78 in connection 
fees, thus reducing the initial out- 
lay by that amount. 

“Twelve miles of streets have 
been paved and several miles of 
curbs repaired with WPA help. 
Several thousand trees have been 
planted along the streets and in 


the parks, and a general beauti- 


fication of the whole city has 


been carried out. 
“Flood control has received con- 


siderable attention from the city. | jf 


| 
In order to get this work stqrted, 
the city sponsored many flood 
control projects. Later, these 
were turned over to the flood con- 
trol district to carry on and main- 
tain. 
“Some of the most important 
flood control projects were the in- 
stallation of storm drains on Fif- 
jteenth and Eighth streets and in 
the College Heights district. The 
cost of these flood control pro- 
jects has not been included in the 
figures given in this report, be- 
cause some of the money was 
contributed by the San Bernar- 
dino flood control district, and the 
amounts of these contributions 
are not in the city office. How- 
ever, the total amount spent on 
flood control will run well over 
$200,000, making a grand total of 
approximately $1,000,000 spent in 
the improvement of Upland. 

“Flood waters which course 
down Euclid avenue have been a 
problem for many years, the 
amount of water in the gutters 
increasing yearly due to the run- 
off from: new houses and paved 
streets. With the new storm 
drains completed, leading the 
water out intogspreading grounds, 
Euclid gutters have been consid- 
erably relieved. This makes it 
possible for the city to consider 
the possibility of filling in Euc- 
lid gutters, thus widening the 
roadways.” 

Mr. Manley expressed the be- 
lief that Upland had profited. as 
much through the cooperation of 
the federal government as any 
city in San Bernardino county 
with respect to its size, Upland, 
he believes, would not have been 
able to do as much towards city 
beautification and improvement 
had it not been for SERA, WPA 
and PWA.
